The  U70  free  oallad  to  i&y  attention,  aa  X am  the  looal  Weather  ^hirasu 
obBerrar,  and  1 noted  It  at  3:15  P.U*  on  the  afternoon  of  the  date 
named  aboTe*  It  was  apparently  ten  degreea  northweat  of  nenith 
frpm  UcXlnne'y»  and  1 at  fir  at  thought  it  a weather  radioaonde 
haioon*  On  oallin^  the  Pori  Worth  Weather  Burean  howeTer,  X leerned 
thai  there  were  no  weather  baloona  in  the  air  in  thla  Tioinity*  I 
then  deolded  it  wea  far  higher  than  at  flret  I belleTed,  and  ran 
a baae  of  thred  tiilea  for  a tri  angle tlon  reading*  The  anglea

Attached  hereto  is  a sketch  of  an  unidentified  flying  object  seen 
over  this  city,  or  apparently  over  it,  on  April  4,1956.  Efforts 
have  been  made  to  identify  the  UFO,  hence  the  deajy  of  sending 
this  report.  ^ 

The  UFO  v/as  called  to  my  attention,  as  I am  the  local  Weather  Aireau 
observer . and  I noted  it  at  S:I5  P.M.  on  the  afternoon  of  the  date 
named  above.  It  was  apparently  ten  degrees  northwest  of  nenlth 
from  McKinney,  and  I at  first  thought  it  a weather  radiosonde 
baljoon.  On  calling  the  Fort  V/orth  V/eather  Bureau  however,  I learned 
that  there  were  weather- bal',o on s.  in  the  air  in  this  vicinity.  I 

then  decided  it  was*  far  higher  than  at  first  I believed,  and  ran 
a base  of  three  miles  for  a trf^nglation  roeding.  The  angles 
showed  little  or  no  convergence,  and  I ran' another  base  line  of 
the  same  length.  This  latter  trianglation  shov/ed,  so  far  as  I could 
detirmine  with  my  old  prismatic  compass,  a convergence  of  about 
three  degrees.  This  placed  the  Ui’O  some  100,000  feet  up.  With 
an  old  rifle  telescope  I took  several  readings  and  finally  vorked 
the  object  out  as  subtending  sorr.evhere  near  a minute  or  arc,  making 
it  over  SOO  feet  in  diameter. 


An  am^eur  astronomer  here  placed  his  SOO-power  telescope  on  the  UFO 
and  drev/  a sketch  of  it  for  me.  I am  sehding  you_^  copy  of  this. 

The  astronomer  said  it  apparently  was  moving  W0stv';;;rd  at  about  100 
miles  per  hour,  though  the  upper  air  currents  were  blowing  tov;ard 
the  east  for  greater  than  that.  I noted  the  UFO  from  3;  15  P.M. , until 
dark.  I sav/  it  ’”as  in  opposition  v;ith  the  planet  Venus,  which  I sav/ 
while  ’watching  the  UFO,  and  about  seven  degrees  due  north  of  the 
planet.

The  UFO  v:as  ao  hifTh  that  it  plov/ed  in  the  sunlight  long  efter 
fierk  on  the  earth's  s’lrface.  There  were  some  cirrus  clouds  in  the 
upper  air  shout  7;00  and  it  v;3s  far  above  them.  I had  ascertained 

their  height  to  be  11,000  feet,  hly  rough  calculations  may  have  been 
far  off,  of  c ourse,  and  I think  they  possibly  were.  I arn  Inclined 
to  belijve  the  UFO  was  at  least  100  miles  high»  as  I have  talked  to 
observers  ss  far  vest  as  100  miles  and  north  50,  and  all  them  say  it 
appeared  overhead  to  them* 


I have  contacted  the  ’.’eather  Bureau,  the  Air  Force  bases  at 
Carswell  '.^Rse  and  Perrin  Field  and  all  of  them  say  they  do  not  have 
any  information  on  the  UFO — don't  know  what  it  vas*  It  was  gone  on 
the  morning  of  April  5.
